Snowing again! 
The words flashed over the telegraph 
wires yesterday morning from the scene of 
the great snow-blockade in the Sierra Ne­ 
vada, and carried dismay into the camp of 
the tired and worn railroad officials. 
Yes, the snow king had sounded another 
charge, jost as the army of snow-Sghters 
were abont to raise a mighty shout of 
triumph. Had this renewal of hostilities 
been delayed but a few hours, the disas­ 
trous blockade would have been broken, 
and the delayed trains would ere this have 
been bounding along on their journey. 
But like a cat with a mouse, the snow 
king only desisted long enough to fill his 
prisoners with hope of escape, and then 
pounced upon them again with all the fury 
of a fiend. 
A heavy wind sprang up shortly after 
midnight, and carried the surface snow 
about in clouds up nnd down the mountain 
sides and through canyons, depositing great 
banks upon the recent-cleared tracks and 
undoing the work of days of the hardest 
of labor. As morning approached the wind 
subsided slightly and flakes began to fall. 
Soon it had developed into as hard a storm 
as .has been seen since the trouble com­ 
menced, the snow failing all along the line 
from Colfax as far east as Truckee, in some 
places at the rate of two inches per hour. 
At first the army of snow fighters began to 
despair upon seeing the results of their 
days’ of toil completely undone in a few 
hours, but, cheered on by the knowledge 
that upon their efforts depended the liberty 
of many, renewed the attack desperately. 
They knew that there was a possibility, in 
spite of the fresh outbreak, of liberating at 
least one of the imprisoned trains by a 
final mighty effort, and they went at it de­ 
terminedly. 
The rotary plow headed this work, and 
for a while good progress was made. But 
the fates were evidently not in sympathy 
with the snow fighters, and it was not long 
before the big plow and one of the 
driving engines were derailed. The rails 
were caked with ice, and it was 
only with the greatest difficulty that the 
engines could remain on the track, even 
under slow speed. Work, of course, was 
greatly delayed while the plow and engines 
were being replaced on the track. Once in 
position again the great rotary resumed 
work, but o d I v to get off the track again 
half an hour later. 
This was the experience nearly all day. 
The track was so completely ice-clad 
that derailments were of frequent occur­ 
rence. Still, in the face of these dismay­ 
ing obstacles, the railroad’s forces worked 
nobly. 
These derailments occurred about three- 
quarters of a mile east of Shady Run, and 
at last accounts this morning the plow had 
encountered a heavy slide, which derailed 
it. Three engines and 130 men, provided 
with all the necessary paraphernalia, were 
then at work replacing the plow. The 
casting of the tender of one of the engines 
was also broken by this slide, and this will 
cause the delay to be unusually long. 
The situation at the hour of going to 
press this morning is this : The shovelers 
throughout the storm district have man­ 
aged to keep the track clear, in the face of 
the storm, east of Blue Canyon—with the 
exception of the mile and a half strip at 
Cascade, where the sheds are down—and 
west of Towle's. This leaves but four 
miles to be cleared between these two 
places, besides the mile and a half strip. 
With fair success, the rotary and shovelers 
will clear np the entire road before noon 
to-day, and the first of the delayed West­ 
bound trains will arrive in Sacramento to­ 
night. 
FROM THE FRONT. 
News From the “ Record-Union’a M Corps 
of Special Correspondents. 
The following dispatch was received last 
night from the R ec o r d-U n io n ’s special 
corps, who have now reached the front: 
T o w l e s, Jannaty 22d.—The storm has 
renewed the war again, bnt is meeting with 
stubborn resistance from the railroad’s de­ 
termined army. A heavy wind sprang up 
last night abont midnight and as morning 
approached this developed into a gale. It 
played sad havoc with the work accom­ 
plished yesterday, drifting the surface snow 
about in great sheets, burying the tracks 
again, and starting innumerable slides. 
Instead of being dismayed, however, 
the snow fighters battled even harder than 
before, and have thus kept the track com­ 
paratively clear west of this place. 
We learned to-day that the shovel regi­ 
ment on the other side of Shady Run h«9 
been equally vigilant, so with the excep­ 
tion of the extra deiay occasioned by thí 


renewal of the storm, the situation is abont 
the same as when we telegraphed last 
night. 
We, as well as the representatives of 
other papers, have kept close to the front 
since the early part of the week, and we 
have had all our share of the excitement 
and hardships of the fray. All have been 
afforded every possible facility bv the rail­ 
road officials. 
Reaching this place this morning we 
learned that an outfit, consisting of 130 
men, supplied with extra shovels and all 
the provisions they could carry, were about 
to start on foot for Shady Run, near which 
place the rotary plow is located in a dis­ 
abled condition. AVe accompanied them, 
the start being made early in the afternoon. 
Five miles intervened between Towles 
and Shady Run, and traveling over snow 
on foot is not the fastest nor the most ener­ 
getic kind of travel ever invented by any 
means. It took us two hours and a half to 
reach Shady, and thence one of us struck 
out to find the imprisoned trains, while the 
other returned to this place, as there is no 
telegraph office at Shady Run. 


AT THE TRAIN. 
The 
Iiecord-l'ulou” Man Leads in the 
Race. 
T ow les, January 22d. — The R ecord- 
U nion reporter was the first newspaper 
man to reach the scene of the imprisoned 
East-bound overland above Shady Run. 
The trip from Alta to Towles was made on 
a special provision (rain, and from there to 
Shady Run, a distance of live miles, the jour­ 
ney was made on the trail with a blindiDg 
snow-storm prevailing all the time. Overa 
hundred men, some carrying provisions on 
their back and the others shovels, made a 
trail on the snow which coveied the track 
from five to twelve feet throughout the dis­ 
tance. 
The scene at Shady Run was an exceed­ 
ingly wintry one, and to see the snow­ 
bound train was a real cariosity. 
Those who have not been here cannot 
imagine such a picture as the imprisoned 
overland presents, with the snow on top of 
the cars to a depth of several feet, icicles 
hanging down along the sides of the win­ 
dows, and a big bank of snow piled up 
against the side of the train as high up as 
the window-sills. 
Steam was up in all the engines. 
Some few hundred shovelers were on the 
ground, some working and others munch­ 
ing the food which they had stored in their 
pockets. 
Peering through the window your cor­ 
respondent saw a crowd of passengers ap­ 
parently enjoying themselves immensely. 
Some were playing poker and some 
whist, while others were either eating- 
reading or singing songs. 
People who imagine that these snow­ 
bound travelers are dull and impatient 
ought to take a trip to the scene and view 
their merry countenances and witness 
their jollity. 
The Boston Howard Athemeum theat­ 
rical troupe are on board and are the life 
of the whole traiu-load. 
Every evening for the past week they 
have given entertainments in one of the 
cars, to the great amusement of all, and 
this afternoon they gave a special matinee 
iu honor of the arrival of your correspond­ 
ent. 
Conroy and Fox, the celebrated Irish 
comedians of the troupe, together with 
Brunin, Shepard, Hutch Dailey, and an 
excellent violinist of the company, did the 
enteitaining and kept the whole car in 
roars of laughter. 
CoDroy sang a parody written lately by 
himself and Fox, dilating on the “Resur­ 
rection of McGinty,” and the whole audi­ 
ence went wild. 
Dailey gave imitations on the concertina 
of the crowing of a Shady Run rooster, and 
also the music of the Shady Run orches­ 
tra, which is said to consist of a trombone 
and piccolo. 
Food is plentiful and of the very best 
quality. 
Supplies are being sent np continually. 
The rotary plow is in the “cut,” about 
half a mile above Shady Run, and is off 
the track. It is expected down in a few 
hours. 
Being the first visitor to the scene, your 
correspondent departed for Towles with a 
bnudle of letters written by anxious passen­ 
gers.

STRIKING COMPARISON. 
How Six F eet of Snow Stopped Traffic in 
Eastern States. 
The difficulties now encountered by the 
Southern Pacific Company have not been 
paralleled by storms of equal severity, nor 
has there ever been known in all the his­ 
tory of railroading any instance in which a 
railway company more arduously, and so 
successfully, battled with the elements; 
especially when it is considered that the 
company has over two hundred and thirty 
miles of track lying under snow conditions. 
LET THE CONDITIONS 
Be kept in view. The Southern Pacific 
Company encounters the storm kmg on 
lofty hights, in deep canyons, in scores of nar. 
row cuts and upon grades unprecedented, 
well nigh. It has to force ways for its 
trains along lines sparsely settled, over 
sections iar removed from the base of sup­ 
plies, and under conditions that may well 
nigh paralyze human effort. Yet, despite the 
heaviest snowfall ever known in mountain 
meteorology, the Southern Pacific Company 
has cleared miles and mile3 of the 230 miles 
of track it has under snow bound cODdi 
tions; has kept 
. 
FITS TUOCSASD MEN 
At work shoveling the way for rrains, has 
' employed a hundred locomotives in the 


work, has fed and comfortably housed the 
army of workmen and cared for the snow­ 
bound passengers so well, that there has 
been practically no suffering and little in­ 
convenience beyond delay. AArood, coal 
and provisions have been forced to the 
front at enormous cost, and often by pack­ 
ing over mountains of snow upon snow- 
shoes and sleds, or along the single tracks 
through snow tunnels and over enormous 
masses of snow fallen into and choking 
the gorges. Nothing has daunted the man­ 
agement. Whatever human energy could 
be put forth by the reward of money has 
been brought into action. Every foot of 
working space has been occupied by hardy- 
men battling with the snow king and suc­ 
cessfully clearing the way until, at this 
writing, on the Sierras only a little space 
remains to he swept by shovel aud plow to 
clear the way and release the imprisoned 
trains. 
HOW AT TnE EAST 
Have such storms been met? There the 
population is dense, the towns in close 
proximity, the tracks double, treble and 
quadruple, the financial strength of the 
companies incalculable, the agencies for 
clearing the way countless, the grades in­ 
considerable and the mountain passes few. 
In March, 1888, occurred a great storm 
in the East that may serve to compare 
with that which the California railroads 
now encounter in two distinct and widely 
separated sections, thus dividing the ener­ 
gies and capacity of the railroad men be­ 
tween gigantic struggles on the Sierras and 
in the far distant and precipitous Shasta 
mountains. On the 11th of March, 1888, a 
snow-storm set in in New York that 
within twelve hours 
STOPPED ALL TRAFFIC 
About New York City and even passage­ 
ways across Brooklyn bridge could not be 
kept open by the two millions of 
people of the two great cities. 
All 
trains ceased running, all the ferries were 
tied up. In all directions the wires were 
prostrated and all the great railroads of the 
East, with all possible facilities at hand, 
could not keep traffic moving. People liv­ 
ing in the suburban towns, but doing busi­ 
ness in the cities, were completely isolated 
from their shops and offices, and the rail­ 
roads npon the level and in the midst of 
dense population were 
UNABLE TO MOVE TRAINS. 
Awav out in the AA’est, on that same date, 
the railroads were completaly paralyzed 
TheChicago and Northwestern was brought 
to a dead stand-still, with its trains snowed 
in and utterly unable to move. In Michi­ 
gan, on a line of that road, trains were 
abandoned after being shoveled out two or 
three times. They lacked in that two days 
the pluck that has not deserted the South­ 
ern Pacific Company during weeks of the 
severest batile with the elements ever 
known to railroading experience. On the 
Duluth, and South Shore and Atlantic, the 
Mackinaw Division absolutely ceased busi­ 
ness and waited for the fair-3ky days. On 
the west end of that division the snow­ 
plows stuck and the management aban- 
donded them and retired to comfortable 
quarters. 
BUT IN NEW YORK 
The situation was most peculiar. That 
great center of population, railroad rela­ 
tion and wealth was absolutely cut off from 
the rest of the world. That storm in no 
wise compared with the intensity of this; 
the blockades of snow drifts aud ava­ 
lanches almost glacial in character are to­ 
day, on the Shasta and Centra! Pacific 
routes, immensely greater and more dan­ 
gerous and more difficult to do battle with, 
in the lofty altitudes, than any impedi­ 
ment! the storm king placed in the path of 
railroading in the Eastern States in 1888, 
where the facilities for fighting the storm 
were a hundredfold greater and better than 
in California. Nevada and Oregon. 
EVEN CHICAGO, 
That enterprisiDg center of enterprising 
railway business, was cut off and isolated, 
and her hundreds of thousands gave up 
the task of conquering the storm king. 
SOME IDEA 
Of how completely Albany, N. Y„ was cut 
off, and how impotent were the efforts to 
open roads, may be gained from the fact 
that when the Legislature met on the 
morning of March 13th, only 24 out of 260 
members could reach the city. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad tried to clear 
its tracks out from Jersey City, made a half­ 
mile and gave it up. 
At Schenectady- 
five trains were stalled, and one was 
blocked only four miles from town and the 
passengers were without food an entire 
day. Yet the snow at Troy, Schenectady- 
Utica arid similar points was only from 
FOUR TO FIVE FEET 
In depth, while on the mountain divisions 
of the California roads the past few days it 
has been from fifteen to thirty feet in 
depth, and packed into gorges and canyons 
in an almost solid mass, throngh which 
the railroad company’s armies of work­ 
ers have tunnelled. Between Pittsburg 
and Philadelphia business on the great 
Pennsylvania railroad was paralyzed, and 
every train on the road was tied up. It is 
said that on that division there were no 
less than 
TWENTY-SIX MILES 
Of freight trains snowbound by only six 
feet of snow. Washington was completely 
cut off, and all attempts to re establish 
communication were abandoned until the 
temperature should become less severe, for 
it wa9 a bitter cold spell, and the winds 
blew with biting force and great velocity. 
But so, too, this year the thermometer has 
registered even 20° and 30° below zero at 
Truckee, while the wind has hour after 
hour undone the work of the hardy toilers, 
but only spiriting them to renewed exertions. 
Camden, New Jersey, was cut off on all 
sides. Not a wheel moved in central New 
York. A provision famine set in, and yet 
the 
SNOW WAS BUT SIX FEET DEEP 
And served to check all railroad movement, 
for while there were drifts of twenty feet 
here and there, these did not more impede 
than the lesser depths, which were more 
widespread. Several hundred passeDgcrs 
were snowed in only a few miles from New 
York City and were unable to get out, and 
the railroad people appear to have been 
unable to reach them. No snch spectacle 
has been witnessed on the 
STORMY ALTITUDE! 
Of this State, for by almost superhuman 
exertion and the grit and will-power char­ 
acteristic of Californians, the railroad men 
have reached all their storm-beleagured 
passengers and fed them well and bounti­ 
fully, and made them almost as comfort­ 
able as if the trains were moving under 
normal conditions. It is related that on 
some of the New York snow-bound trains 
PIES SOLD FOR $4 EACH, 
sandwiches at 50 cents, hard-boiled eggs at 
two bits a piece and liquor was worth $50 a 
bottle. On the Sierras, in the grip of the 
snow tyrant, the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany’s storm-bound passenger! have been 
plentifully furnished with food and medi­ 
cine and attendance, fre^ of cost to them. 


and their bodily health has been solicit­ 
ously the care of the untiring officers of 
the company. Let us be honeat and fair 
with onr Californians; though they are 
ours, and others might weil be left to tell 
the story of their labors and hu­ 
manity, 
we too may 
acccnl credit 
to whom it belongs, though they are 
our own citizens. 
It was not until 
the 15th of March that the great snow-storm 
of 1888 began to give way for the labors 
of the Eastern railroad men; the tempera­ 
ture declined and then they got to work 
lively enough aud set the wheels rolling. 
But the entire continuanc9 of the storm 
was only four days, while on the roads 
operated by the Southern Pacific it has 
been now 
NEARLY TWO MONTHS 
Since the battle began, and in all that time 
there has not been an hour of suspended 
labor. For about a week trains have been 
blocked, not twice the time that they were 
stalled at the Esst, from Maine to Illinois, 
in 1838. though here the difficulties of 
clearing the way are a hundred fold 
greater. 
This storm of 1888 is given as a single in­ 
stance where traffic ha3 been entirely sus­ 
pended for days upon Eastern roads where 
the fall of snow has been trilling in com­ 
parison to that encountered iu the Sierra 
Nevada and Shasta ranges. Dozensot such 
instances could be cited by reference to the 
files of newspapers, but this one serves to 
illustrate the superior energy and pluck of 
the California railroad men. Their labors 
and achievements within the past six 
weeks have been simply phenomenal. In­ 
stead of giving up the fight after a few 
hours’ struggle, as was done in most in­ 
stances in the East, these men have never 
suspended their labors for an hour. For 
several weeks they kept the road over the 
Sierras open, even after the snow lay upon 
the ground to a depth of fifteen to twenty 
feet and daily drifted upon the track in 
great banks, and came down the sides of 
the steep canyons in vast slides. And, as 
said, they havesocared for ail their workers 
and passengers and regular employes that 
there is no complaiat. and on all sides 
cheerful, vigorous labor and satisfaction 
with the management. 


TIRED OFFICIALS. 
Tliey W ere About, to Shout Their Victory 
W hen th e B attle Resum ed. 
Division Superintendent J. B. Wright 
looked tired and worn last night. He has 
sat beside the chief telegrapher almost con­ 
stantly since the blockade began, receiving 
reports from the froDt and directing the 
movements of the 2,000 or more men who 
are fighting the snow. “ Ah,” said he 
with a sigh, “ I wish this was over. This 
is the hardest fight we have ever had.” 
Chief Train Dispatcher Jones ha3 also 
been on duty constantly. “ How exasper­ 
ating this is,” he remarked to a R ecord- 
U nion reporter last eveniDg. “ On Tues­ 
day night we were about to proclaim our 
victory, and I had actually sent out orders 
for the trains to get in readiness to move. 
The engines were fired up and the cars 
backed down the track a distance to 
shake off the snow and ice. All that 
remained to be cleared up was that 
four miles of track between Shady and 
Towles. This is a bad cut, bnt still we 
calculated upon being through by this 
morning. Then at this point the rotary 
meets with several accidents, work is de­ 
layed and it begins to snow again. But we 
do not despair—not a bit of it. The harder 
we get it the harder we fight back. The re­ 
sult is, that in the tace of the severity of the 
storm we have kept the road open this side 
of Towles and east of Blue Canyon, except 
where the snow-sheds were burned Jast 
summer. The rotary will get throngh the 
cut to-morrow and go to Aita, where, after 
being turned around, she will start back to 
Cascade to release the trains there.” 
Wrecking Superintendent I’hil. Douglas 
and Locomotive Superintendent Cooley 
have charge of most of the work at the 
front, and are doing nobly. A dispatch 
from Alta says that both look rather 
“broke np.” bnt are stiff at it, without 
thought of fatigue. 
MEN AND PROVISIONS. 
An Estim ate of the Enorm ous Expense 
to the Railroad. 
One hundred and fifty men left this city 
last night to join the army of shovelers at 
the front. They will go directly to Towles, 
and will be placed at work in the “cut" 
between that place and Shady Run. 
This will make over a thousand men 
who will be at work this morning at this, 
the worst part of the blockade. 
Additional supplies also went np from 
this city yesterday and last night, to the 
scene ot operations. In all, one hundred 
quarters of beef, 2,000 loaves of bread, and 
several tons of other provisions composed 
the cargo. 
Over two thousand men are now at work 
on “the hill,” and they cost the railroad 
company over $5,000 per day for salaries 
and provisions. 
There are over 1,500 more shovelers em­ 
ployed on the Shasta Division, who entail 
an ontlay of fully $3,800 per day. 
These expenses are exclusive’of the pas­ 
sengers who have to be fed. When the 
passengers are counted in the bill will 
easily foot up to $10,000 per day. What 
tiie loss to business and the damage will 
amount to can only be conjectured. 
TRAIN RELEASED. 
Colonel Crocker’s Train Clears the Block­ 
ade anil Returns to the Valley. 
A dispatch from Ashland last evening 
reads as follows: 
The snow-bound passenger train that left 
Sims' for Delta at noon up to the present 
time has not been heard from. It has been 
snowing more or less all dav in the vicinity 
of Sims’ and north to Ashland. The road 
south of Edgewood has been gone over by 
the snow-plow as far south as Igerua. The 
plow is now between that place and Sisson, 
working southward. There are now about 
six miles of track between Dnnsmnir and 
Sims’ not cleared at all; also part of nine 
miles between Igerua and Sisson. The 
rest of the road has been gone over, bat it 
is feared that in many places it is now as 
badly drifted in as before. 
L a te r.—No. 15, the train referred to, has 
at last got back to Delta, and will have no 
difficulty now in running down to Redding, 
much to the relief ot the passengers. This is 
the train bearing Colonel C. F. Crocker, 
and it will reach San Francisco via Sacra­ 
mento about 7 o’clock Thursday morning. 
S t i ll L a te r—Dujlsmuir, January 22d.— 
Another driving saow-storm 9et in last 
night, and up to this hoor twenty inches 
has fallen and it is still coming over an 
inch an hour. It is drifting badly and is 
wet and heavy. All the track recently 
passed over by the plows and engines is in 
a worse conditio» than it was tiva days ago. 
There is now a bard wall of snow on each 
side of the track from five to fifteen feet 
high, with the space plowed and shoveled _ 
out rapidly filling up with wet snow. Five j 
engines, which had worked their way * 
south ara abandoned. Three engineers 
will stay with them and keep up the firas 
to keep them from freezing. 
A gang of 
wood choppers will keep them in wosd. 
One ol these engines is oS£ the track. 
Superintendent Lindbtrg was brought 
horns this morning o ta sled. He is about 
used up. The plow which had been tem­ 
porarily abandoned in the snow-siide five 
miles north, wa9 dug out last night, and 
this morning had hacked up and wai 
making a run when it struck aad kil'e.l 
W. Whiting, an extra gang foreman. He 
leaves a wife and two children at Delta. 
Superintendent Pratt is making slow pro­ 
gress in taking train No. 15 southward. 
The plow coming south from Edgewood is 
eight miles from Sissons, end has repaired 
SDd crossed the broken trestle. Provisions 
of some xiods are short. 


ciaao last week for the East on one cf the 
trains which was caught in the b'c-ckade, 
passed throngh this city yesterday on hi3 
way back to the Bay. 
“I thought I’d postpone my iitlle junket 
East,” said he to a Recokd-Union reporter 
who met him at the depot. “1 may try it 
again later on; but you may rest assured 
there will be no snow on the hill when I 
do start. I staid w.th my train nearly a 
week, and though it was one of the rough­ 
est experiences 1 ever had, I rather dis­ 
liked to desert it. Had it not been that my 
family was anxious about me, I should 
have stayed aboard the train and wailed 
until the blockade was raised. How are 
the passengers faring? Well, I don't know 
anything about those in the other trains, 
bnt there was no complaint in our train. 
In fact, if it were not for the length of the 
delay, I think most of the passengers rather 
enjoy the situation. They are all provided 
with good, fresh food every day, the cars 
are kept warm as toast, and sleeping ac­ 
commodations are good, o f course, it gets 
awfully tiresome waiting in one place so 
long, but most of the passengers are mak­ 
ing the best cf it, and have become very 
sociable. When we started out from ban 
Francisoo; aud (faring the journey, all were 
strangers. But the blockade was only a 
day old when ail were on the most inti­ 
mate of terms, singing songi together, 
cracking jokes, and guyiD g the kickers. 
”1 wts the recipient of an unmerciful 
joshing from them when I bade them adieu 
aud started off on sdow shoes with a party 
of men who had just brought provisions to 
the train. My late companions expected 
to see a circus when I mounted the shoes, 
but I disappointed them, as I am very 
familiar with the snow shoe, anti used to 
be very expert on them hack in Canada, 
my old home. 
“But to look at the situation a little more 
seriously, I might say that the obstacles 
with which the railroad is contending are 
most appalling. There is a veritable army 
of shovelers working night arid day on 
those mountainous banks of snow, but 
great in numbers and skilled as they are, 
they can proceed bnt slowly, and one snow- 
slide will undo in a few seconds what it 
took several hundred of them to accom­ 
plish in halt a day. The great trouble has 
been from these slides and the high wind 
right along. For instance, a plow will go 
through a couple of miles of drifts which 
may cover the track to a depth of ten or 
fifteen feet. Then the shovelers come along 
and do the ‘polishing,’ as it were. This 
may be about finished, when suddenly a 
cave occurs on either side, and down comes 
tons upon tons of snow from the side of 
the mountain, and the work has to be done 
all oversgain. It is exasperating, of course, 
but the only thing to do is to pitch into it 
again, instead of standing off and swearing 
at it.”

OUT OF THE SNOW. 
The Story of One ot the Snow-Bound 
Passengers, 
One of the three men who left the snow­ 
bound passenger train at Emigrant Gap at 
6 o’clock Monday evening, after being 
blockaded since early last Thursday morn­ 
ing, arrived in San Francisco Tuesday 
night. The men were the first to get out 
since the long blockade on the Central Pa­ 
cific began, and to do it they were obliged 
to improvise rude snow-shoes, upon which 
they made much of the fourtpen-miie jour­ 
ney to Alta, where a special engine met 
them and took them to Sacramento. 
“ We left thirty-five people at Emigrant 
Gap,” said the informant to a reporter, 
“ and they were all very anxious to get 
out. There was no suffering, however. 
The supplies of canned goods in the buffet 
cars were not exhausted when I left. The 
hotel near at hand also had plenty of sup­ 
plies. The cars were moved track and 
forth at our request, so as to reach the 
hotel. When not opposite the hotel we 
were lying in the saow-sheds. 
“There were three sick people on board, 
one of these being Dr. Foulkes, of 217 
Geary street. He had bec-n iff with fever, 
but was convalescing when I left, and 
wanted to get up, though he was stiff in 
bed. Two men in the back car were sick, 
too. One had a mashed hand, and the 
other had taken cold. Both were attended 
by the company's physician. 
“Among those on board are A. G. Free­ 
man, the tiuit-packer, and Mr. Hutton and 
Mr. Barnum, of this city; W. A. Barclay, 
of Battle Mountain, and Mr. Pike, of Wads­ 
worth. Our train consisted of two sleepers, 
one coach, a smoker and mail and baggage 
cars. It was the first of all the west-bound 
passenger trains that got stuck, conse­ 
quently it has been in the snow longest. 
It met with no impediment till it arrived 
at the Gap. There the snow was so deen 
that it was impossible to proceed any 
farther. 
“It was not excessively cold. Fortunately 
we had plenty of coal. 
“We grew very tired of our snowy prison 
and concluded we would make a herculean 
effort to get out. John J. Jennings, the 
representative of the New York W'orhl, who 
was one of onr passengers, was as anxious as 
any of us, or more so. Oa Monday night 
we set out on long ruDner snow-shoes. 
"We advanced to Bine Canyon, five 
mile3 away, where we overtook the snow­ 
plow. It had been three days getting from 
Emigrant Gap to that place, so deep was 
the snow. 
“The mountains and gnlchcs all about 
there, as at Emigrant Gap, were covered 
with very deep snow, and we bad pretty 
hard work getting along. We pushed on 
for four miles very wearily, for our snow- 
shoes did not work very well. 
“Then we managed to pull ourselves to­ 
gether and get on to Towles, four miles 
further, and finally, alter a pretty severe 
experience, a mile further to Alta. 
"The snow all about there is vory deep. 
It is probably ten feet on a level, and in 
(he cuts on the track it is a greet deal 
deeper. 
“There was only one rotary snow-plow 
at work. B rides the rotary, there were 
several ordinary plows. There were gangs 
of men everywhere shoveling. I was told 
there were 500 men within a distance of 
fourteen miles. We certainly saw a great 
many. The men all had plenty to eat, bnt 
they did not seem to hurt themselves 
working. 
“We passed two eastbouod passenger 
trains on our way out. One was in the 
sheas this side of Prospect Gap and tha 
other at Shady Run.

BACK FROM THE BLOCKADE. 
Story ol a Passenger W ho Escaped on 
Snow slioes. 
Albert Mollineaux, who left San Fran- 
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W eatlier F orecasts for To-day. 
California—Rain, with the exception of fair 
weather in the extreme southern portion. 
Oregon and Washington—Rain and snow. 


MASTERLY BATTLES WITH THE STORM’ 
It has been a matter of curiosity and no 
little interest to compare the labors that 
have been put forth upon the railroads of 
California for two months past to keep the 
roads open in the face of the greatest storms 
of the century, with the futile efforts of 
the Eastern railroad companies, under less 
difficulties and with greatly more of facil­ 
ities. 
We find that in the greatest storm of 
snow and wind ever known in the East the 
railroads were blockaded for many days 
from Maine to Virginia, and traffic abso­ 
lutely ceased, yet in that storm there was 
not to exceed an average depth of five feet 
•of snow and the deepest drifts reported 
were but about twenty feet. Compare 
that situation with the difficulties encoun­ 
tered on this side and the accomplish­ 
ments acnieved, and it will be found that 
we have every reason to be supremely 
proud of the energy, courage and deter­ 
mination of the railroad promoters oí the 
Pacific Coast. 
Here the storm has prevailed for now 
nearly two months, but the actual cessa­ 
tion of travel across the mountains has 
been for but about one week of time. 
"While at the East double, and even four- 
track roads are numerous, aud the settle­ 
ments along the lines are plentiful and la­ 
bor supplies unlimited, here the snow is 
encountered in altitudes as lofty as Mount 
Washington, and upon single tracks and 
*a sparsely settled regions. In addition, 
the roads run over excessively steep grades» 
through great cuts, gorges and canyons, 
and encounter a snowfall from fifteen to 
twenty feet in depth. 
- et the California railroad men have at 
no time abandoned the fight, or despaired 
oi opening the roads either over the Sierra 
or the Shasta mountains. They have to 
this hour cleared nearly a hundred and 
twenty-five miles of track from drifts and 
snow-caves and regular snow-fall, that to 
the ordinary observer seemed impossible of 
removal. Moreover, they have labored 
under difficulties that have never been en­ 
countered on the Eastern roads, such as 
being removed hundreds of miles from the 
base of supplies, long distances between 
stations, sparsity of population, few towns, 
and failure to arrive in time, of snow- 
removing machinery necessary to rapidity 
of action. They have had to work some 
three thousand snow-shovelers at remote 
points, over a difficult line, at an enormous 
expense, and under the most discouraging 
circumstances in the matter of housing, 
feeding and transporting them. 
They 
s. tve, despite all difficulties, so conserved 
the interests of the snow-bound passen­ 
gers, cared for their welfare and supplied 
them with comforts, that there is not from 
any quarter a word of complaint. They 
have, in short, accomplished to date feats 
that at the East are seldom, if ever, un­ 
dertaken. 
We incline to the belief that there is 
something in the character of our meth­ 
ods of business and in the composition of 
the people on this coast that nerves men 
for times of trial as they are not in more 
thickly settled regions, and that equips 
them with resolution and vigor of a pe­ 
culiarly strong order. Certain it is, that 
the railroad men of the Pacific, and nota­ 
bly of California, have shown a capacity 
to meet and handle such problems as now 
confront them, that is rare and worthy 
of all praise. Next to the heroic achieve­ 
ment of building railroads over the Sierra 
Mountains, and through the great upper 
canyons and over the supreme altitudes of 
the ranges on the Oregon border, stands 
the splendid work of the present, and the 
masterly administration that has thus far 
characterized the handling of the diffi­ 
culties the storms of two months have 
created.

AROUND THE WORLD. 
Two young and handsome women are 
racing around the world in the advertising 
interest of two worthy journals. So far as 
the notoriety the magazine and the news­ 
paper will acquire by reason of the race» 
we do not lielieve that it will have money 
value in the present sufficient to compen­ 
sate for the outlay. Hut unquestionably 
it is good advertising, for the secret of that 
lies in fixing the title of the busi­ 
ness in the memory of the public. But 
that is neither here nor there, compared 
to the question whether the race against 
time around the globe proves anything. 
A letter dispatched aud attended to by 
distributing offices so as to miss no connec­ 
tions could be sent around the world just 
as quickly. 
.So far as the trip lieing made within a 
giveu time is concerned, that lias no higher 
value, in onr opinion, than the calculation 
of time tables for the passage would have. 
The officers of the steamers, the con­ 
ductors of the trains of cars, and the 
drivers of the vehicles who conveyed 
the voting 
women form a 
chain 
around 
the world constantly, since 
they relate to each other at the connec­ 
tions of their lines in a manner to 
literally encircle the globe. A package of 
paper passed by them from hand to hand 
at the terminals of their routes would go 
Around the world as rapidly as either of 
the young women. So far as physical en- 
durauce is concerned we cannot perceive 
that either of the women have any reason 
to claim special credit. The trip is now 
mainly made by rail and steamer, and in 
•quite as much ease and comfort as if one 
were resting at home, lacking oniv the 
cotnmodiousness and quiet of the latter, 
li" they were made weary by travel by 
rail, they were compensated by the re­ 
freshment of ocean voyages at a season 
the most bracing of all others, unless we 
except the { KJSS ibility of severe weather 
upon the Atlantic, which one did not en­ 
counter, and that the other probably will 
not. 
We have no desire to take from these 
young women a particle of credit, nor to 
deprive them of any praise that is their 
due, but confess that we do not find in their 
achievement any special reason for denom­ 
inating them heroic. The woman who 
stands beside the bed of fevered infection, 
and after months of courageous and de­ 
voted battling snatches life from the jaws 
of death, is by far the greater heroine. 
The work»r.g-woman who toils in cold and 
hunger from early morning to midnight 
Stroke, wearing flesh to bone and spirit to 
the verge of hopelessness to supply de¡»end- 
ent little ones with bread, and save her 
own honor from smirch, is more heroic 
and deserving of the world’s plaudits than 
•either Nelly Blv or Miss Bisland, who, on 
comfortable salaries, and iu luxurious 
steamers and cushioned cars, whirl 


forth so much 
as 
languid exer­ 
tion. The heroic women who gathered 
the wounded, homeless and parentless 
from the wreck of Johnstown, and in flood 
and fire, in storm and heat, labored to al­ 
leviate pain and soften woe, thoughtless 
of material reward and careless of the 
world’s applause, were heroes and worthy 
indeed, to wear the broad red cross that 
crowns their tireless arms with honor. 
Of their names we are not told; their 
heroism is recorded in hearts only, and 
the reading multitude knows only that 
such women are. But while the heroines 
of the age are countless in mansions and 
hovels, in hospitals and the sinks of in­ 
iquity, on battlefield and in pestilential 
quarters, men are called upon to beat 
their palms and cry hail to the Nelly Bly 
and Lizzie Bisland “heroines,” who have 
done nothing more than any other healthy 
woman, paid for the task, can do. It in­ 
volved neither courage nor self-denial, 
neither heroic resolution nor personal 
risk; yet some of our exuberant contem­ 
poraries are already shouting about the 
daring and heroism of the two female re­ 
porters. 
The real value we find in their trip, is 
the proof that the world has so far ad­ 
vanced in its treatment of women that it 
is proved to be possible for them to make 
the circuit of the globe in public convey­ 
ances alone, with perfect immunity 
from insult or harm—a thing that was not 
possible forty years ago, for instance, 
when in some parts that these reporters 
hare passed through, a woman traveling 
alone would have been held as inviting 
intrusion and familiarity. But let Nelly 
Bly and Miss Bisland have all due credit 
for having, as have many other faith­ 
ful journalists, male and female, accepted 
a task and faithfully performed it, while 
the employers footed all the bills. 
AN IMPORTANT LOCAL MATTER. 
Mr. August Heilbron proposes a plan 
for putting N street, from Fifteenth to 
Thirty-first, into good condition inside of 
eight days. He believes it to he possible 
He would, with old iron and ties that 
can be borrowed from the railroad com­ 
pany, extend a construction track from the 
powder houses, near Guthrie’s, to Thirty- 
first and N streets, and over this haul from 
Folsom broken granite, dumping it upon 
the street, pushing the track along as the 
roadway is made. In a week’s time a good 
road could be made, and the material 
dumped iu would serve as foundation for 
suhsenueut street improvement when the 
winter season is over. Mr. Heilbron offers 
to contribute $500 to this end if the work 
is undertaken at once. 
It is a good suggestion, and his offer is 
public spirited and commendable. 
It 
ought to he acted upon at once. And 
here we may add that this matter of tem­ 
porary track-laving is a very small aflair, 
and on the authority of Mr. B. Crocker, 
we state that it is not difficult, since as the 
track is spiked in sections, it is easily 
pushed about as needed. Dump cars work­ 
ing upon an inverted arch are to be had in 
this city, and hence the handling of the 
granite chips will not he difficult. 
The need for immediate making of this 
roadway the R eco rd -U n io n has already 
pointed out. 
It is not inappropriate to add that 
precisely what Mr. Heilbron shows can be 
done for N street can be done with earth 
and gravel, if need be, for the sag in the 
Y-street levee, and for the whole levee on 
Front street. The movable track is less 
costly by far than team work, and we 
believe can he extended to Y street, and 
material conveyed over it at less cost than 
by usual means, and when levee work is 
undertaken this idea may well lie con­ 
sidered.

The first 
issue as a daily was a four-page paper, tour 
columns to the page, printed on a hand 
press on a sheet 18x22 inches. The publi­ 
cation of the Sunday edition was com­ 
menced on August 11, 1850, and since that 
time the paper has been issued 365 days in 
every year, and 366 days in leap years, with­ 
out missing a single day. The Alta has 
well fulfilled the pi onuses made forty years 
ago. It has labored earnestly and well for 
the interests of San Francisco and the State 
at large. It has not been given up to sen­ 
sational trash as some of its cotemporaries 
have, and has a splendid reputation for 
truthfulness, independence and impartial­ 
ity-

SILVER NOTES. 
T he B ank of E ngland is Not B aying 
Silver B ullion. 
L o n d o n, January 22d.—Nothing has been 
published here in regard to the report that 
the Batik of England has recently been a 
heavy purchaser of silver bullion and con­ 
templating the issue of pound notes re­ 
deemable in silver as soon as the necessary 
authority could be obtained. 
Carefui inquiries in financial circles this 
morning resalted in showing that few had 
heard of the report and they were incredu­ 
lous as to its accuracy. 
The chief financial authorities expressed 
the opinion that the report was wholly 
without foundation ; in fact, they asserted 
positively mat the Bank of England had 
not made such purchase of bullion and was 
not baying silver now. Farther than this, 
they declared that purchases of silver were 
not being made by any London bank, with 
reference to the alleged intention of the 
Bank of England to issue pound notes. 
Attention was drawn to the fact that 
neither the Bank of England nor any other 
bank in England could issue pound notes 
without special authority to that end by an 
Act of Parliament. 
It was considered doubtful whether so 
conservative an institution as the Bank of 
England would be making preparations for 
so radical a departure from its previous 
history before authority had been secured. 
Silver bullion is one-eighth of a penny 
lower per ounce to-day. The Bank of En­ 
gland rate of discount continues at six per 
c»nt, as for some time past. 
Further inquiries were prcsecuted this 
afternoon among financial authorities in 
regard to the plan of issuing pound notes. 
The prevailing opinion seems to be that 
the present report was based on the re­ 
newal of the old story that Goschen, the 
Chancellor of Exchequer, intends to intro­ 
duce a bill in Parliament granting the 
bank authority to issue pound notes. How­ 
ever, there are indications which would 
seem to justify the conclusion that Goscben 
really contemplates introducing a measure 
of that description. 
During the Pailiamentary recess the 
Treasn-y authorities had frequent confer­ 
ences with leading bankers of the metropo­ 
lis touching the advisability of authorizing 
the issue of notes of small denominations. 
In these conferences the question of issuing 
notes of the value of ten shillings, as well 
as one pound had been under discussion, 
and the understanding is that in case such 
notes are issued they are to be made re­ 
deemable in silver coin. 
Another significant fact is, that in view 
of the libelikood of legislation of the char­ 
acter indicated, the mint has greatly re­ 
duced the coinage of gold ten shilling 
p ecea.

M A JOR PO W ELL’S SCHEMES. 
How H e Proposed to R eclaim the Vast 
A rea ot A rid Lands. 
W a sh in g t o n, January 22d.—The Select 
Committee on Irrigation and the Reclama­ 
tion of Arid Lands held a session last even­ 
ing. Major Powell, Director of the United 
States Geological Survey, explained by the 
aid of maps the -drainage areas, the arid 
regions, the artesian well districts and lo­ 
calities, and at some length elucidated his 
views on the local irrigation districts in 
connection with the drainage areas of the 
region. 
The Major read to the committee a bill 
drafted by him, which provides for a topo­ 
graphic and hydrographic survey of the 
arid regions, and for the segregation of the 
same into irrigable, pastoral and limber 
lands, the two latter to remain the property 
of the United States, for the use of the 
people of the irrigation districts. 
The bill provides for Federal control 
over the inter-state waters, and formation 
of water districts under the control of 
States and Territories.

WISE PREC&UTíONS. 


WHAT THE TRUSTEES AEE DOING AND 
WILL DO. 


Levees and Tbeir Protection—Proposed 
Improvement of the Y-Street 
Levee. 


The members of the Board of Trustees 
yesterday made their regular examination 
of the levees, to see how work is progress­ 
ing in the care of the embankments, and 
what else is needed to be done. 
On their return Mayor Gregory was seen 
by a R ecobd-Umoh reporter and was 
asked how he found things. He replied 
that the Board found everything all right" 
and that there is no reason, in its opinion, 
for any apprehension or fear as to the 
strength of the levees in case of a freshet. 
The work heretofore ordered, it was found 
was being carried out faithfully, and it was 
of the ordinary precautionary character, to 
see that the levees were not neglected any­ 
where. 
"How about Front-street work ?" 
“As to that," replied the Mayor, “we are 
having work done on Front street from R 
street south to Y, to prevent any possible 
cutting, by sloping the face of the levee and 
facing it with sacked dirt.” 
“Is there any intention to fill any swales 
on that line ?” 
"There are none of any moment, bat 
wherever there is any likelihood of any 
high water coming upon the levee we have 
provided plenty of sacks to be used, if 
needed, to prevent any ingress of water, 
though there ¡3 not any such thing at all 
feared. While the Payne break remains 
open there is no danger of any rise to 
bring the water up to where it was a few 
weeks ago on the levee.” 
‘Where are the men working?” 
“As stated, on the Front street line, be­ 
low R and down to Y street. It can be 
done so much better now while the waters 
are comparatively low. WTe have had 
work done right along, understand. Over 
on the east levee we have had men con­ 
stantly watching for any possible gopher 
holes or anything of that kind.” 
“How about the Y'-street levee?” 
“That is the subject of thought now. 
The Board thinks it ought to be raised from 
Ninth street to Front, and action is con­ 
templated now." 
“How about the levees below the city?” 
“The Payne break makes a difference of 
over three feet in the capacity of those levees 
below and outside of the city limits to stand 
a rise. TheBcard.however.notwithstanding 
there is no apparent danger from the levees 
of that district, because when the Payne 
break occurred it made a difference at once 
of three feet below Y street, while above, or 
here at the city front, the change was but 
from eight to ten inches immediately; not­ 
withstanding this, I say, the Board is pro­ 
posing to have the Y-street levee raised, 
and very soon, too. The idea is to put 
a sack levee on the outer edge of Y' street 
about four or five feet high and of the 
same thickness, from Front street eastward. 
Then, when this cross levee is permanently 
raised, to fill in to the sacked earth. Thus 
the roadway will not be interfered with, 
and the levee will be finally widened and 
broadened.” 
"Does the Board propose to use any 
broken granite anywhere?” 
“Y'es, on the east and north levee, where 
the American river strikes the levee at 
high-water, we propose to put several hun­ 
dred carloads of broken granite, and the 
railroad people will be seen about the 
transportation early to day.” 
“What revenue has the Board for levee 
work, if necei-ary, beyond providing for 
the cost of work now being done?” 
“Ample for the present, but not sufficient 
to do thorough, permanent work, and carry 
out the systematic scheme of the Board. 
But the disposition of the Board is to spare 
no expenseto make the levees secure be­ 
yond all question. There will be no hold­ 
. ing back. If it is necessary to pledge the 
^-credit of the city for $100,000, or for any 
any other sum, it will be done. The Board 
is not going to hesitate in using money to 
do whatever is needed. The city is safe, 
and will be kept so. Her levees are in 
good condition, bat wear and tear here and 
there must be replaced every year, and as 
said, some ra’siug must be done.”

My experience in the 
snow steppes of the Sierras will be long 
remembered, as I doubt not the experiences 
of the throngs of passengers and employes 
of the road there wiil be.” 


SUPERINTENDENT FILLMORE TALKS. 
He Gives an Idea of the Terrible Strug­ 
gle in the Mountains. 
General Superintendent J. A. Fillmrre, 
in conversation with a reporter on Tuesday 
night, said: 
“This has been the worst snow-storm that 
the railroad has bad to contend with since 
I have been connected with it,” he said. 
"We have done everything that we could 
think of since the storm commenced to 
keep the road clear, but just as fast as our 
great steam plows would cut their way 
through, the snow would pile up again be­ 
hind them, and our labor was lost. When 
then the trains became snow-bound we did 
all we could for the passengers, and there 
has been but one case of sickness, and that 
was a lady at Shady Run, who is now all 
right. 
"The road is now nearly open, and 
should no accidents or slides occur, I be­ 
lieve all the west-bound trains will arrive 
to-morrow and to-morrow night. 
“We sent a train East to-night, and I 
gave orders that it should be held at Sacra­ 
mento till after breakfast to-morrow morn­ 
ing, when, if the road is clear, it will pro­ 
ceed over the mountains. The weather is 
now clear and cold up there, and the snow 
is stiffening up at such a rate that I do not 
apprehend any further trouble. 
"The train that is at Sims, on the Oregon 
road, will return to Redding to-night. 
Those of the passengers who desire to re­ 
turn to the city may do so. The release of 
this train has been extremely difficult. Our 
three snowplows could not be utilized, as 
they were blockaded above Ashland, and 
we have been compelled to rig pilot plows 
on the locomotives at Sacramento, and to 
rely upon these and shovels. The snow 
was seven feet deep on the level, and 
wherever there was a gap in the road it 
was completely filled up. We were com­ 
pelled to cut a trench through the snow 
twenty-five miles in length. We pushed 
the engines into the snow until they would 
get stuck, and then had the men dig them 
out with their shovels. It was slow work, 
but we succeeded in clearing the track at 
last. I expect to have the Oregon road 
open by Friday. 
"Y'es, the expense has been very heavy. 
Besides the loss of business which we have 
suffered, the expense has been $5,000 a day 
since the storm commenced, and this will 
continue for ten or fifteen days more, as it 
is necessary to clear the snow from beside 
the tracks in order to prevent slides, and to 
provide room for dumping the snow in 
case of another storm. The total ex­ 
pense will not fall far short of $100,000.” 


SIGNAL SERVICE OBSERVATIONS. 
The Outlook for Good W eather Is Ouite 
Discouraging. 
The rainfall yesterday, according to the 
Signal Service measurements, amounted to 
.04 of an inch, making for this month 4 32 
inches, and for the season 21.31 inches, as 
against 9.61 inches to a corresponding date 
last year. The barometer yesterday at 5 a. 
m. and 5 p. m. stood at 30.06 inches at both 
observations, showing no change during 
the day in that instrument, although since 
5 p. m. it has commenced rising, but the 
wind still remains in the south, while the 
clouds were moving from the southwest. 
The low barometer during yesterday was 
in Oregon, reaching southward into this 
State, accompanied by a severe wind-storm 
at Red Bluff yesterday morning.

The high­ 
est and lowest temperature was 48° and 
38°.The highest and lowest one year ago yes­ 
terday was 55° and 36°. The highest and 
lowest one year ago to-day was 59° and 31°. 
with a cloudless, sunshiny day. 
The rainfall for the 12 hours ending at 5 
o'clock last evening was for Olympia. .04 of 
an inch; Fort Canby, .42; Portland, .30; 
Roseburg, .38, and Sacramento .04 of an 
inch. The weather was cloudy at all 
points, with rain falling in this city. 
The wind off the mouth of the Columbia 
river last evening was blowing a gale. 
The barometer reads at Olympia, 29.70 
inches; Fort Canby, 29.50; Portland, 29.74; 
Roseburg, 29.74, and Sacramento 30.06. 
This shows a low barometer to the north, 
with southerly winds prevailing.

STORMY ATLANTIC. 
The Cunarder Catalonia Has a Rough 
Experience—Lives Lost. 
London, January 22d. — The Canard 
steamer Catalonia, from Boston, arrived at 
Queenstown yesterday. Her Captain re­ 
ports a terribly rough voyage. The great 
storm culminated on Saturday morning. 
The Catalonia lost four boats and her 
bridges, ventilators and deckhouses were 
badly battered. Seas entered the funnels, 
quenched seven fires and Hooded tbs inter­ 
mediate cabin. 
Several seamen and two steerage passen­ 
gers were badly injured. During the storm 
a steampipe burst, killing three firemen 
and fearfully scalding another. 
His Little Child Dies on One of the 
Snow-Booml Trains. 
A shland (Or.). Janaary 22d.—The child 
of one of the passengers detained here 
died yesterday of dropsy of the heart. The 
father became wild with grief, and when a 
shroud was procured aud placed on the 
dead body he lore it off, and, arming him 
self with a revolver, would ailow no one to 
come near. He was under the impression 
that the doctors were trying to steal the 
body. 
After disarming the man he became 
somewhat quieter, and no further trouble 
is apprehended. He has a wife and one 
other child. They appear to be immi­ 
grants, and are on their way to California. 
MORE FROM THE NORTH. 
A shland (Or.), January 22d.—There is 
no change here in the railroad situation 
except that the train from Portland, due 
here at 8 a. m., has been delayed by the 
storms of last night between Grant’s Pass 
and Roseburg, and will not reach Ashland 
until some time this evening. The snow 
is not deep, but there are no snow-plows 
on that part of the Southern Pacific lines 
in Oregon. Passengers from San Fran­ 
cisco delayed here were offered by the rail­ 
road company free transportation back to 
Portland, and their money paid far through 
tickets refunded there, bnt as yet only a 
few have returned. Another delay of a 
day or two will send a number back, how­ 
ever. It was snowing in the Siskiyous last 
night, and this morning there was a heavy 
fall. No snow-plow has been over the Sis­ 
kiyous since Saturday, but a large force of 
men are kept at work shoveling so that tbe 
plows can easily get through at any time.

T E S T IM O N Y . 


One of tbe Boats of the Steamship Erlu 
Picked fp at Sea. 
N ew Yor.x, January 22J.—A cablegram 
has been received that one ol the boats ot 
tbe National Line sttamship Erin has been 
picked up at sea. This cablegram comes 
from an English correspondent at the Mar­ 
itime Exchange at London. 
This an­ 
nounces that the British steamer Creole, 
Captain Darling, at Bremen from New Or­ 
leans, on January 9th, saw a steamer s life­ 
boat adrift bearing the name E.in. The 
Creole brought the boat alongside and took 
from it ten ash spare. 
A mast and sail, a 
life-buoy, the steamer's bridge and an awn­ 
ing were also seen floating near the life­ 
boat. 
The Erin cleared from Sandy Hook for 
Europe December 28th for London. She 
was reported last Friday as arriving in the 
Tbauu^, but the announcement proved to 
be a mistake. The Erin was commanded 
by Captain Tyson. She carried no passen­ 
gers, but had a crew of fifty-five men, the 
majority natives of the United Kingdom 
and Europe, and about fifteen cattlemen, 
mostly Americans, who had charge of a 
consignment of nearly four hundred head 
of cattle that were on board below decks. 
The steamship was loaded with a general 
cargo, consisting of everything from bulk 
grain and lard to tobacco, cotton and dry 
goods. The cattie were stowed in pens on 
the upper deck and between decks. 
The agents of tbe vessel still express a 
belief that she is not hast. Same shipping 
men express r e belief that the Erin has 
been disabled, and Les recoiled the Azores 
under sail. TLe steamship Egypt, of the 
same line, which was overdue, reported at 
Halifax this morning. 
The Cunard steamship Servia arrived 
this morning. She had been delayed three 
days by a hurricane

LOS ANGELES’ POSTMASTER. 


Vice-President Morton Wauls the Office 
for a Relative. 
W ashington, January 22d.—Los Angeles 
postoflice affairs seem to be at a stand-slill. 
The agent of the California Associated 
Press, who was first informed that Morion 
had blocked Green’s appointment at the 
W hite House, was tcdd to-day by .Senator 
Stanford that the Vice-Pt esident had not 
asked that the appointment be held up, hot 
that he asked the President if Green could 
could not be given another place, and that 
considera lion be given to a friend of his 
who lived in L:*3 Angeles. It has since 
transpired tha! this friend is a nephew of 
the 
Vice-President, 
hearing the same 
name. 
Mr. Vandever has been to see the Presi­ 
dent, and it is surmised that he gave his 
views on the subject iu his usual energetic 
style. 
Vandever refused to talk to newspaper 
men, but from reliable sources it is learned 
that he gave the President his views of the 
esse. 
The President showed a weakening in 
favor of the Vice-President by suggesting 
that Green had prejudiced himselfbv send­ 
ing out an affidavit in reply to Otis of the 
Times of Loa Angeles, and that it might be 
better to sr-lee’ a compromise candidate for 
the place. Mr. Vandever, it is said, main­ 
tained that Green had been selected as the 
candidate for Postmaster of Los Angeles 
by the entire California delegation, acd 
that if there were no charges against him, 
there was no reason to delay tne appoint­ 
ment. 
The President, however, seems desirous 
to turn Green d tvn and oblige tbe Vice­ 
President, who seems to have taken a deep 
interest in the Postmastership of Los 
Angeles.

Several weeks Rgo there was the care of 
the Oakland girl who was separated from 
her lover on penalty of re shipment to 
Germany. Four days since a family en 
route t'j Lrs Angeles was detained because 
short of money, and yesterday the case of 
Johannes Rammer, a German immigrant, 
came to light. 
Rammer has been shut up in prison on 
Ward's Island since January 15th, the only 
reason given being that he refused to buy 
his railroad ticket before he left the Gar­ 
den. 
Rammer is a barber and landed at 
Castle Garden from Stuttgart January 14th. 
His parents are well-to-do people, and 
before he left home his father gave him 
$1.000 to support himself in America in 
case he failed to obtain employment. Be­ 
sides the money he also had in his pos­ 
session two iarga trunks filled with brand 
new clothing. 
As soon as he arrived at the Garden he 
announced that he was bound for San 
Francisco. 
He was approached by an 
agent, who asked where he was going. 
Rammer told him, and the agent inquired 
if he had bought a ticket yet, and then 
asked him to buy a ticket in Castle Gar­ 
den. 
Rammer refused to do this, when the 
agent told him if he did not buy his ticket 
in the Garden that he would not be allowed 
to proceed on his journey. 
When he finally refused to have any­ 
thing whatever to do with the agent, be 
was toid that unless he bought a ticket at 
the Garden be would be arrested and de­ 
tained as a prisoner. 
That afternoon Rammer was apprcached 
by two officers, who took him to the exam- 
ination-room and examined him. 
They made a report to the Commission­ 
ers, according to Rammer’s story, stating 
that considering 
the large 
amount ot 
money be had in his possession, it was not 
advisable to allow him to go out of the 
Garden unprotected, as he was likely to be 
robbed or swindled. They stated that be 
was quite ignorant and not capable of tak­ 
ing care of himself. 
On reading the report of the Inspectors, 
tbe Commissioners of Emigration ordered 
that Rammer be detained as a prisoner on 
Ward’s Island.

Ig n o r a n c e , F il th a n d P o v e rty a r e M is­ 
s io n a rie s o f C rim e . 
A lbany (N. Y.), January 221.—Before 
the ninth annual convention of lhe Siam 
Bar Association, Colonel Robert G. Inger- 
soil delivered an address upon the subjec 
of “Crimes Against Criminals,” in which, 
at the outse . he demons rated that pun 
ishmenl by torture and death have failed 
to abate crime. Crimes were committed, 
he said, to punish crimes, and crimes weir 
committed to prevent crimes. It is safe '•> 
say that Governments have committed fur 
more crimes than they have prevented. 
Colonel Ingersoll said : 
“We know that 
diseases of flesh and blood are transmitir.: 
from one generation to another. 
Are dis­ 
eases of the brain, deformities of a sonl or 
mind also transmitted? I am perfectly 
satisfied that there are millions of people 
incapable of committing certain crimes, 
and it may be true that there are millions 
more incapable of practicing certain vir­ 
tues. 
We do not blame a man because be 
is not a sculptor, n poet, a paiDter or a 
statesman. We 3ay be bas not tbe genius. 
Are we certain it does not require genius 
to be good? ” 
Coming down to the question of wbat 
can be done for the reformation of the 
criminal, Colonel Ingersoll said he should 
be treated with kindness. 
Every right 
should be given him consistent with the 
safety of society. He should neither be de­ 
graded nor robbed. 
Why Ehould the State 
take without compensarion tbe labor of 
criminals, and why should they, after hav­ 
ing been imprisoned for years, be turned 
out without means of support? 
Would it 
not be far belter to pay these men for their 
labor, lay aside their earnings, put this 
money at interest, so that when a convict 
is released he would have not merely 
enough money to pay his way back to tbe 
place from which he was sent, but enough 
to keep the wolf of crime from the door of 
his heart? Referring to the question, What 
shall be done with baldened, habitual 
criminals? the speaker said: 
“Put 1,000 hardened thieves on an island, 
compel them to produce wbat they eat and 
use, and I am almost certain that tbe large 
majority wcuid be opposed to theft. Such 
a community would be self-supporting. 
Keep the sexes absolutely apart. Those 
who are beyond the power of reformation 
should not have the power to reproduce 
thimselves. 
They should 
dwell apart 
and, dying, should leave no heirs. The 
greatest danger in a republic is a mob, and 
so long as Slates inflict the death penalty 
mobs will follow their example. If we are 
to change the conduct of men we must 
change their conditions. 
Extreme poverty 
and crime go hand in hand. Tenements 
and fiats and rented lands are, in my judg­ 
ment, enemies of civilization. They pul 
a few in palaces aud many in prisons.” 
In closing, Colonel iDgersoll said : “Ig­ 
norance, filth and poverty are missionaries 
of crime. As long as dishonorable success 
outranks honest ellort, as long as society 
bows and cringes before great thieves, 
there will be little ones enough to fill the 
jails.”

N ew Y ork, January 22d.—A gigantic 
cigarette trust has been formed. It is on 
the lines of the sugar trust and other big 
combinations, and, iike them, it bas sought 
a charter beyond the jurisdiction of the 
laws and Courts of New York. 
Those who are interested in the new 
scheme are keeping silence 8S to its details 
aud objects, but, of course, the main idea 
is to get all the money the business or the 
securities it may issue can be made to 
yield. 
The American Tobacco Company was in­ 
corporated at Trenton yesterday. " The in­ 
corporators are Le«is Linter and John 
Pope of Richmond. Va., George Arents and 
James B. Duke of New York city, Benj. N. 
Duke and George W. Watls of Durham, S. 
C., McWilliam & Butler and Cbaries G. 
Emery of Brooklyn, and Wm. M. Kimbali 
of Rochester, N. Y. 
The capital stock is fixed at $25,000 000, 
and the company has arranged to take in 
the properties of nearly all the cigarette 
manufactories in the country. 
The principal exceptions are S. F. Hess 
& Cj. of Rochester aud the Lone Jack 
Cigarette Company of 
Lynchburg, Va. 
Most of the plants of the companies ab­ 
sorbed will be kept at work under the 
supervision of those identified with their 
control before their consolidation. 
The principal purposes of the organiza­ 
tion, it is claimed, is to extend the market 
for American cigarettes throughout all civ­ 
ilized foreign countries. 
A prominent 
member of the trust said last evening that 
the price of cigarettes would probably re­ 
main the same.

P ittsburg (Pa.), January 22d.—An ex­ 
plosion of natural gas this morning com­ 
pletely wrecked a three-story frame dwell­ 
ing. 
John Slip, aged 38 years, was killed. 
Mrs. Theodore Ringer, agsd 35 years, was 
badly crushed and burned, and will die. 
Miss Annie Slip was very severely injured. 
Six others were wounded, some seriously. 
The explosion was caused by a leak in 
thecelUr. 
Mrs Ringer started down into 
the cellar with a lighted candle. Before 
she reached the foot of the stairs the gas 
ignited aud a terrific explosion followed 
which shook all the buildings in the vicin­ 
ity.
